The Maine Man 


T the semi-annual executive session of the 
Projects Committee of the Southeastern 
Maine Thoroughbred Breeders Association, Elmer 
Wpa, chairman of the Committee on Beneficences, 
produced from his wallet a creased and faded 
clipping which he read aloud. It was a quaint 
old piece and in retrospect it was vastly amusing. 
It was a story about the testimonial dinner 
given in 1999 in honor of President Elmer Twitch- 


pocket, and it quoted at some length the remarks © 


of the association’s official historian, Elmer Fcc. 
Mr. Fee declared “Twitch” one of the outstanding 
ideologists of the Turf in the twentieth century, 
and recited a few of his many contributions to the 
welfare of that field of business. 

“Before Twitch,” said Fee, “racing had scarce- 
ly begun to realize its possibilities. Within this 
one man’s lifetime the Turf has been made over. 
Twitch himself can remember that when he was 
a young man it was a general custom for writers 
in the breeders’ magazines, and sometimes even 
in the daily press, to refer to racing as a ‘sport.’ 
There were men alive when Twitch was a boy who 
could remember the days when the owners of race 
horses got nothing but the purse money, and this 
was distributed only to the owners of the first 
four horses in the race. 

“There was, in fact, at a track called Saratoga 
in the Adirondack National Preserve for Former 
Presidents of Labor Unions, then a part of the 
State of New York, a race known as the Saratoga 
Special, in which there was no purse money at all. 
The owners put up their own money and, except 
for this, all they got was a trophy!” 

This statement caused an outbreak of derisive 
laughter, and Mr. Fee, sensing that his scholar- 
ship was being questioned, produced a_ flash- 
projector from his vest pocket, inserted a short 
microfilm series, and threw upon a screen a re- 
production of the stakes blank and other data. 

The article went on to recite a number of pre- 
Twitchpocket developments, such as early breed- 
ers’, grooms’, trainers’, and jockeys’ awards.

“It was in the middle 1940’s,” said Fee, “that a 
California organization finally got down to brass 
tacks on a long-needed reform and made its first 
demand for appearance money. The California 
group demanded appearance money for horses 
only, asking that the tracks pay modest sums to 
the owners of all starters. ’ 

“After this objective was accomplished, how- 
ever, racing men gained only picayune advantages 
until Twitchpocket came on the scene. 

“It was Twitchpocket who first proposed and 
put across the idea of appearance money for own- 
ers, breeders, trainers, and other professional 
men, who before 1970 had been lending their 
presence at the race tracks without recompense 
of any kind, and in most instances had actually 
spent money at the tracks. ‘These men,’ said 
Twitch, ‘are the ones who make the game possible. 
Without them it could not exist. They must have 
recompense for their efforts.’ The logic of this 
was irrefutable. 

“It was Twitchpocket who first demanded ap- 
pearance money for all newspaper men covering 
the races, and who later extended this to include 
newspaper men not covering the races. 

“It was Twitchpocket who forced the race tracks 
to put up the equivalent of one per cent of the 
purses for the poor devils who rake the path 
beaten down by the crowd in passing back and 
forth between infield and stands. ‘This,’ said 
Twitch, ‘is a task fraught with frustration. These 
men must have recompense for their efforts.’ 

“It was Twitchpocket who first proposed the 
State law which defines a Small Breeder as a 
breeder owning fewer than 15 mares, and who, 
when Small Breeders became Large Breeders at 
too rapid a rate, devised the system by which 
Large Breeders are required to give at least one 
mare a year to a non-breeder in order to keep up 
the supply of Small Breeders. ‘The Small Breed- 
er,’ said Twitch, ‘is the backbone of racing.’ ” 

The reading of this story caused a ripple of 
laughter in which Twitch himself joined good- 
naturedly. “They hadn’t seen nothing then, had 
they?” he said.

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NeWs OF NOT 
By J. A. Estes 
Myrtlewood and Her Children 


S a decoration for the cover of this issue of 

THE BLoop-HorsE we have a photographic re- 
production of Martin Stainforth’s painting, done 
for Leslie Combs II, of the noted racer and pro- 
ducer Myrtlewood. Constructed in retrospect, it 
is a striking portrait, set against the background 
of the Keeneland Race Course at Lexington, and 
if anyone ever decides to make it into a print it 
probably will be very popular. 

Myrtlewood, bred and owned by _ Brownell 
Combs, of Lexington, and named by him for a 
little Alabama town in the section where he made 
it a practice to go hunting each year, is now 13 
years old. She was one of the first crop of foals 
got by Blue Larkspur, his first distinguished 
racer, and, along with her full sister the unraced 
Daintiness, first to bring him distinction as a 
sire of broodmares. Her dam was *Frizeur, by 
*Sweeper, and second dam was the American-bred 
Frizette, which established in France and Amer- 
ica one of the world’s most successful families. 

A mare of terrific speed (a mile in 1:35% and 
nose-and-nose with Clang all the way when he set 
his world record of 1:09% at Coney Island in 
October, 1935), Myrtlewood won 15 of her 22 
starts at two, three, and four and earned $40,620 
—such a sum as a grade D horse can pick up on 
a lucky afternoon these days. She was retired 
to the stud at five, though she probably could have 
gone on and doubled her earnings, to say the least, 
with comparative ease. 

Though it is a well known fact, according to the 
pedigree experts equipped with the best type of 
blinkers, that good race mares do not make good 
broodmares, Mr. Combs decided to give Myrtle- 
wood the advantage of being mated with very suc- 
cessful horses, and with their aid she has man- 
aged to produce two top-class fillies, Miss Dog- 
wood and Durazna, the only ones of her offspring 
to race soundly. Since Myrtlewood’s progeny will 
be around for some time to come, it may be of in- 
terest here to recapitulate briefly her stud career. 


1988 CREPE MYRTLE, b. f. by Equipoise. Win- 
ner at two, showed high promise, but injured 
and retired. Barren two years. In 1944 
had b. f. by King Cole which has worked a 
quarter-mile in :11, :22% and will race for 
Brownell and Leslie Combs II. In 1945 had 
chestnut filly by Whirlaway, to be sold at 
Keeneland next summer. Now in foal to 
Alsab. 


1939 MISS DOGWOOD, dk. b. f. by *Bull Dog. 
Stakes winner at two, three, and four. Won 
14 of her 21 starts, earned $31,712. In 1945 
had a br. ce. by Whirlaway which will race 
for Brownell Combs. Bred to Count Fleet 
this year. 

1940 SICKLEWOOD, b. c. by *Sickle. Not sound, 
ran one time unplaced at three. In spring 
of 1945 retired to the stud at Keeneland 
Stud, Lexington, bred to seven mares (of 
which one had to be destroyed later). Died 
in August, the victim of a massive tumor 
which had affected his liver, spleen, and 
kidneys.

It was 
the second 1945 stakes victory for Great Flare, 
which also had set a new track record earlier this 
season in a handicap at Belmont Park. On Satur- 
day, Flares’ 2-year-old son Favorito, out of Morn- 
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orsig_ 


ing, by American Flag, won the $25,000 Starlet 
Stakes at Hollywood. Two days earlier at Holly- 
wood Park, Flare Belle, out of Hasty Bell, by 
Haste, had scored her fifth 1945 win. Favorito 
is the fifth stakes winner sired by Flares. 


R. W. Morrison, of San Antonio, Texas, who 
recently purchased Dog Patch with the idea 
of retiring him to stud at his Anacacho Ranch in 
Texas, may race the horse another season. Train- 
er Lane Bridgeford, who now has the horse in 
California, insists that the son of *Bull Dog is 
ready to win more races. 


E. E. Pershall, of Robertson, Mo., got to feel- 
ing just a trifle devilish last week, while he was 
visiting in Lexington, and walked into Warren 
Wright’s office at Calumet Farm to make a 
casual inquiry as to whether he could book a mare 
to Chance Play for 1946. Mr. Wright asked the 
name of the mare and Mr. Pershall answered that 
her name was Lucille Wright. It was probably 
the expression on Mr. Wright’s face that Mr. 
Pershall had gone out to see, more than anything 
else. Lucille Wright, named for Mrs. Wright, was 
one of Calumet’s first Thoroughbred mares, and 
her first foal, in 1934, was Talked About, winner 
of 33 races. She had another foal, Blue Lu, in 
1936, and then was barren for several years. She 
was sold to Mrs. Vera S. Bragg, then to Mr. Per- 
shall, who now has her in foal to his own stallion 
Dusky Prince. But in 1948 she had a chestnut 
colt by Chance Play which under the name of 
Twenty-Six was a stakes winner early in the sea- 
son. Before the mare was booked Mr. Pershall 


confessed that he was going to name the 1947 
foal Wright’s Wrong.

For reasons best known to those who bet their 
money, Fighting Don and Apache were sent post- 
ward favorites over Greek Warrior for the four- 
teenth running of the Interborough Handicap. 
But the swift *Mahmoud colt outbroke his field on 
the sloppy course and increased his advantage the 
further he went, winding up six lengths in front 
of Apache, the actual highweight of the field with 
126 pounds, four under his scale weight. The 3- 
year-old Fighting Don, which lost second money 
to Apache in the stretch, carried 123, or three 
pounds below his scale weight. 

Neither Apache nor Fighting Don showed any 
of their usual early speed. Miss Drummond and 
Flyweight were closest to the winner until near- 
ing the stretch. 

Greek Warrior ran his first quarter in :22%, 
the half in :45, and wound up only two-fifths of a 
second over King Saxon’s track record, estab- 
lished ten years ago. It was his best perform- 
ance since missing Roseben’s world record of 1:22 
for seven furlongs by only a fifth of a second in 
winning the American Legion Handicap at the 
Saratoga meeting at Belmont Park. 

This season Greek Warrior also ran second in 
the Experimental Free Handicap and the Jerome 
Handicap. In his 21 starts, Greek Warrior has 
been seven times first, five times second, and 
twice third, with earnings of $31,920. For his 
pedigree and family notes, see THE BLOoD-HoRSE 
of September 1, page 402.

The horse closest to Busher at the end of the 
Hollywood Derby was Man O’ Glory, a son of War 
Glory bred by the former movie actor George F. 
Walsh, who trains the colt and races him in part- 
nership with his brother Raoul Walsh, noted 
movie director. The Walsh brothers’ nom de turf 
is T W Ranch, the initials representing those of 
their father Thomas Walsh. Man O’ Glory is the 
only Thoroughbred raced by the Walsh brothers in 
partnership, but Raoul Walsh has other racing as- 
sociates. 

On the basis of his Hollywood Derby showing, 
Man O’ Glory received stout support for the 
Golden State Breeders’ Handicap, being an almost 
equal favorite with the filly Double F. F. In the 
field of 13 starters, mainly 3-year-olds, Golden 
Beam broke on top, followed by Bismarck Sea, 
which was running as an entry with Phantom Sea 
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and Miss Ethel Hill’s Capt. Absolute, an older 
horse. Timber Slide, Double F. F., and Blue 
Alibi were also close up on the early pace, while 
Man O’ Glory did not reach contention until 
rounding the far turn. at 

Bismarck Sea ‘held a brief advantage of a 
length on the final bend but was supplanted by 
Double F. F. approaching the stretch. Then Blue 
Alibi, a full sister of Style Prince, recent winner 
of the Haggin Stakes, momentarily gained the 
lead.

(At the same sales it will be re- 
membered that Mr. Hirsch bid $41,000 for the colt 
Revoked, only to question his soundness of wind 
shortly afterward.) 

Athene adds considerably to *Bull Dog’s rank- 
ing as a broodmare sire. Her dam, Tophorn, and 
Alex Barth’s dam, Joybird, were in the *Teddy 
stallion’s first crop to reach the races. The vet- 
eran trainer Alex Gordon, who is now manager of 
Louis B. Mayer’s Thoroughbred nursery at Per- 
ris, Calif., trained both Tophorn and Joybird for 
E. E. Dale Shaffer, whose father at that time was 
still living and had imported *Bull Dog to this 
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country. At the conclusion of their light but suc- 
cessful racing campaigns, Mr. Gordon told Mr. 
Shaffer and his son that he thought the two fillies 
worthy of joining the broodmare ranks at Cold- 
stream Stud, and predicted both would prove good 
matrons. Tophorn indicated she would probably 
throw a top runner after her first foal, the *Pot 
au Feu filly, Dinner Horn, developed into a fast 
performer at Middlewestern tracks. Coldstream 
Stud lost Tophorn’s 1945 foal, a full brother to 
Athene, and almost lost Tophorn herself, but a 
veterinarian’s skill saved her. She was not bred 
this year, however. 

*Heliopolis, still Hyperion’s biggest money- 
winner in England, raced briefly and unsuccess- 
fully in this country after being imported by Cold- 
stream Stud. *Heliopolis’ full sister, Sun Stream, 
is the top 3-year-old filly this year in England. 
Their dam, the noted stakes winner and producer 
Drift, is also the grandam of Gulf Stream, one of 
the best English 2-year-olds this season. 

Prior to her victory in the Selima Stakes, 
Athene had done all her running on the straight 
Widener Course at Belmont Park. She broke her 
maiden at the spring Belmont Park meeting, won 
easily once during the transplanted Saratoga 
meeting, and won again at the fall meeting before 
being narrowly beaten by Beaugay and Enfilade 
in the Matron Stakes. She was second to Star 
Pilot in the Futurity, her last New York start. 
In her six starts she has earned $48,205.

On the basis of his two notable triumphs, the 
New York and Gallant Fox Handicaps, Reply 
Paid appears to have developed into a “fast stay- 
er.” George Washington Carroll’s successor to 


Market Wise apparently had not convinced metro- 
politan racing fans that his victory over Pot 0’ 
Luck in the New York Handicap was much more 
than a fluke and they supported him rather light- 
ly in the Gallant Fox. The Questionnaire gelding 
had not added to his prestige by finishing fourth 
in a Grade D handicap, at 1% miles, after his tri- 
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umph over the Calumet Farm colt, but apparently 
more distance was all that he wanted, something 
like the 15 miles of the Gallant Fox. 

After his almost sensational victory on the pre- 
vious week-end in the Continental Handicap, the 
top-weighted Stymie seemed the solid choice for 
the Gallant Fox. *Olympic Zenith, third recently 
in the Narragansett Special, also was regarded as 
a better risk than Reply Paid, which went to the 
post at odds of 8 to 1. 

From shortly after the start—at the five-fur- 
long pole on the back side of the egg-shaped 
course—until the field had again returned to that 
point, Saguaro held the lead, but there he went 
lame. Eurasian and Nursery Tale had _ been 
closest to the pace. The former went into the 
lead as Reply Paid moved rapidly from fifth posi- 
tion. *Olympic Zenith and Gay Bit also closed 
ground. Stymie, in tenth place, also began to 
rally just behind Trymenow, which had broken 
first but had dropped back. 

Before the field reached the final straight, 
Reply Paid passed Eurasian, and he continued in 
front to the finish, a length before Trymenow. 
The struggle for place and show money was close; 
Trymenow was just a head in front of *Olympic 
Zenith, which was only a neck in front of Gay 
Bit. Eurasian was fourth, half a length back. 
Stymie wound up sixth, making up little ground 
in the stretch. 

In his 32 starts, Reply Paid has now been seven 
times first, three times second, three times third, 
for earnings of $72,850. For his pedigree and 
family notes, see THE BLoop-HorsE of October 13, 
page 630.

The Starlet Stakes was run in two divisions last 
year, with La Favorita Farm’s Post Graduate 
winning the second half in such sensational fash- 
ion that he was acclaimed as tentatively the best 
2-year-old on the West Coast and an important 
candidate for 3-year-old honors this season. The 
son of *Rhodes Scholar failed, however, to run 
back to his juvenile form after the lifting of the 
racing ban. 

Almost completely overlooked in the wagering 
for the 1945 renewal of the Starlet was Favorito, 
from the same stable. Style Prince, winner of 
the Haggin Stakes for California foals earlier 
in the month, was the public choice, with stout 
support going to With Pleasure, which had beat- 
en Style Prince a nose in the Laddie Stakes. Nor- 
man W. Church’s Safe Reward, victor over Fav- 
orito by five lengths in their previous start and 
second to Revoked in the Washington Park: Fu- 
turity, also had many backers. 

At the start Style Prince and With Pleasure 
became locked in a destructive. pacemaking duel 
which had exhausted them both when they were 
a furlong from the finish.

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Honors On and Off 
The Turf 


ARYLAND’S fall racing season got away to 

a flying start at Laurel and Trainer F. A. 
Bonsal, Jr., one of the directors of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association, put on a one-man 
show to enliven the proceedings. Bonsal, who 
has been around horses since he was able to walk, 
and for many years has been one of Maryland’s 
most respected and best-liked conditioners, en- 
joyed the unusual experience of sending out four 
horses on the first program at Laurel and having 
three of them win with the other finishing second 
to one of these victors. 

To cap the climax, two of the three triumphs 
were in the two divisions of the traditional Capital 
Handicap, six furlong stakes which always graces 
the inaugural card at the track half-way between 
Baltimore and Washington. Bonsal sent out H. 
L. Straus’ New Moon to win one section of the 
handicap while he saddled Pentagon stable’s The 
Doge to win the other in which Quarter Moon 
carried the Straus silks to second position. His 
third winner of the day was W. Y. Goldsbor- 
ough’s Marcia P., a daughter of Discovery that is 
a full sister to the stakes performer Lord Calvert. 

Few begrudged Bonsal his success as the fall 
season began for he has done exceedingly well 
over the years with a rather limited supply of 
material. 

Bonsal’s racing background is one to intrigue 
those who like a dash of romance with their turf 
history. He comes by his love of horses very 
naturally, since his father founded the Harford 
Hunt and was M. F. H. of that group for many 
years. As young Bonsal grew up, he developed 
the same keen interest his father had shown and 
he proved successful as a rider in some of the 
country’s outstanding cross-country races. 

The records show that in 1927 and again in 
1928 the famed Maryland Hunt Cup fell to Bonsal 
astride the late C. L. A. Heiser’s Bon Master and 
he recalls finishing second on Brose Hover and 
third with Aimwell in the same race. Like a 
great many riders who love the sport over the 
fences, he suffered broken arms on several occa-

sions and still is bothered occasionally by an old 
shoulder injury received in such racing. 

When his father died, Bonsal maintained the 
farm in Harford county for some years but mov- 
ed into Worthington Valley when his mother re- 
married and C, L. A. Heiser thus became his step 
father. Heiser was first president of the Mary- 
land Horse Breeders Association and Pimlico has 
a stakes named in his honor, in which only Mary- 
land-bred horses are eligible. He then turned his 
riding attention to the Green Spring Valley 
Hounds hunt, founded by his uncle Redmond 
Stewart and he later became Master of Hounds. 

About 1928 Bonsal first got J. W. Y. Martin in- 
terested in owning and breeding horses and even- 
tually Martin purchased property owned by Bon- 
sal and by the Heiser estate. It is over this lay- 
out that the Maryland Hunt Cup is run annually 
before crowds which range upwards of 10,000 to 
15,000. At first Bonsal merely ran the farm for 
Martin and provided training quarters for the 
horses, with Louis Feustel being listed as the 
trainer on the official programs. But eventually 
Bonsal wound up as the actual trainer for Mar- 
tin and since then he has conditioned horses for 
a good many additional patrons. 

Bonsal remembers that Martin’s real start in 
the sport came when he acquired the mare Con 
Amore for about $3,500 to $4,000 and later pur- 
chased Dark Hope as a yearling for $3,000. These 
two were the early stars of the Martin stable and 
Bonsal retains a very fond spot in his heart for 
both. However of all the horses he trained for 
the Worthington Valley sportsman, Bonsal is in- 
clined to lean toward Battle Jack as the gamest. 
“He was a fast horse, and game, and had he been 
sound I believe he’d have been pretty close to a 
champion,” says Bonsal. ‘As it was, he won sev- 
eral stakes for us.” 

One thing which delighted Bonsal when he

one division with New Moon, a Maryland-bred, 
and finished second to his other winner with a 
half-brother to New Moon, both being owned by 
a Maryland sportsman, H. L. Straus. 

The hunters, however, still have a great appeal 
for Bonsal and he likes to remind listeners that 
Dunks Green, owned by Walter Salmon was one 
of the best jumpers he ever rode. Dunks Green 
finally broke down but on the three occasions 
when Bonsal rode, he was victorious, once in the 
Virginia Gold Cup. Bonsal also is rather proud 
of the fact that he once won the My Lady’s Manor 
cross-country race with Mocassin. 

“Downey,” as he is better known to his wide 
circle of friends and acquaintances, is married to 
the former Edith Bass, daughter of a former 
Governor of New Hampshire. They have three 
children, two boys and a girl. The boys, 9 and 
6, are already beginning to learn the rudiments 
of horsemanship from their distinguished father. 
The daughter, not quite a year old, will have to 
wait for a brief period before learning that she 
can’t drink her milk out of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup. 

Bonsal now has horses for eight different pa- 
trons. In addition to Straus and Martin, he has 
The Pentagon stable string, this being a partner- 
ship of Mrs. Barclay Henry and Mrs. Jay Secor, 
owners of The Doge. Then too he has horses for 
W. Y. Goldsborough, Mrs. Chester A. Lyon, W. P. 
Wetherall, Dr. Wilmer C. Ensor and Charles C. 
Jones. While Bonsal has ventured the opinion that 
Battle Jack was “about the best” horse he has 
trained, he admits that recent performances of 
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New Moon and The Doge have impressed him 
very favorably and that he may have to revise 
his ideas on the subject. 


Honors for Howard Bruce 


ERMED by his former chief, General Brehon 

B. Somervell, a “miracle man” of the Army 
Service Forces, and “one of the great architects” 
in the design of the war machine, the Maryland 
sportsman and breeder Howard Bruce has been 
awarded the Distinguished Service Medal by 
President Truman for his great services in the 
war effort. Mr. Bruce is one of four civilians to 
be so signally honored in World War II. Since 
the war began Mr. Bruce has served with the A. 
S. F. in Washington, always in “tight spots,” his 
final assignment being Director of Materiel. Al- 
ways refusing to don a uniform and accept a 
commission, Mr. Bruce remained a civilian, doing 
a great job of work throughout the war. 


Howard Bruce has long been known as one of 
Maryland’s foremost sportsmen. All his life he 
has been a fox hunter, having been Master of the 
Elkridge Hounds for a period. Mr. Bruce it was 
who bought the bad mannered stake horse Billy 
Barton and made a great hunter and timber horse 
of him, and then sent the son of *Huon to Eng- 
land, only to have the misfortune to be beaten 
into second place in the Grand National of 1929. 
Mr. Bruce has kept a few mares at his Elkridge 
estate for many years and has always raised the 
replacements for his stable, which has been suc- 
cessful as long as the “old rose, white sleeves and 
cap” have been known on the tracks. The stable 
has always been Maryland trained by Elmer 
Trueman, Frank Garret and, since the latter 
died, by John H. C. Forbes. Jay Jay, winner of 
many a good race, has been a star of the Bruce 
stable for years. Mr. Bruce is one of Maryland’s 
four members of The Jockey Club.

TURF TOPICS

Champion Without a Home 


ONDON, October 7.—I mentioned in my last 
message that the current Derby winner, 
Dante, is retiring to stud and that he is not to be 


syndicated. The problem his owner, Sir Eric 
Ohlson, is now facing is to find a suitable home 
for him. Hitherto, his mares and young stock 
have been at his hastily prepared Friar Ings Stud, 
which is close to the Middleham (Yorkshire) 
training stable where Dante was prepared for all 
his engagements, under the care of Matthew Pea- 
cock. I understand that Peacock, on top of hav- 
ing a string of about 45 horses to look after, has 
virtually managed the stud as well. This is rather 
a handful, even for a hard-working and capable 
Yorkshire man. 

There are one or two important properties on 
the market in the South of England, but none of 
them has been suitable for the purpose of keeping 
a stallion. Sir Eric Ohlson would doubtless pre- 
fer to keep Dante in Yorkshire, even if it were a 
little inconvenient to owners of broodmares to 
send them so far north. (Anything beyond a 
couple of hundred miles is considered to be a long 
journey in our little island.) So here is a $500,000 
horse without a home! 


Tehran and Ocean Swell 


HE latest horse to be retired is the 1944 St. 

Leger winner, the Aly Khan’s Tehran. Teh- 
ran, it may be remembered, ran second to Lord 
Resebery’s Ocean Swell (also being retired) in 
the 1944 Derby and subsequently turned the tables 
on his rival in the St. Leger. He was leased by 
the Aly Khan to his father during his racing 
career and ran throughout in the Aga Khan’s 
colors. His last race was in the Ascot Gold Cup, 
when, as I reported at the time, Ocean Swell got 
the better of him. They are undoubtedly two very 
good horses, for they ran most consistently close 
during their 3- and 4-year-old seasons. 

The Aly Khan, who has been home for some 
time, is now syndicating Tehran, capitalizing him 
at £100,000. There will be 40 shares, each of 
£2,500, ten of which will be retained by the owner- 
breeder. For his first season, 1946, Tehran will 
serve only 20 mares, aiter that, of course, the 
number will be increased to 30 or 40 mares. I be- 
lieve that he is to stand at the Barton Stud, which 
is some way distant from Newmarket. 

Tehran is a beautiful, all-quality bay colt by 
the French-bred Epsom Derby winner Bois Rous- 
sel (by Vatout, great-grandson of St. Simon) out 
of Stafaralla, by Solario out of Mirawala, by 
Phalaris. At three he won three races, including 
the St. Leger, and was second in the Guineas and 
the Derby. This year, at four, he has won three 
more races and was second in the Ascot Gold Cup. 

Ocean Swell’s credentials are well known. He 
will of course go to Lord Rosebery’s private stud 
at Mentmore. His earnings as a race horse will 
be slightly more than those of Tehran. I think 


it is fair to say that he was possibly a shade the

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pounds behind Tehran at the end of his 3-year-old 
eareer. There was not much in it, either way, be- 
tween the two horses; both were very good. 
American breeders, in the years to come, should 
not attempt to value either horse (or his stock) 
by his record of stakes won. These were incon- 
siderable, on account of the low prize money of- 
fered in this country during the war years. 


State of the Market 


HIS brings me to a consideration of the present 

state of the yearling market. Final figures 

for the September yearling sales are that 340 

yearlings were catalogued; 321 were sold for 

539,280 guineas (£566,244), averaging 1,680 

guineas (£1,764, or $7,056 at four dollars to the 
pound). 

The October overflow sale did not approach 
these figures, but the return was considerable and 
proved that the home market is as yet far from 
being satisfied. Some of the yearlings were well 
below standard; buyers would not have looked at 
them in the ordinary way. A number of breeders 
have obviously been taking advantage of the boom 
and have sent up yearlings with little to recom- 
mend them. This sort of thing cannot go on and 
before long—next year perhaps—buyers will be 
much more discriminating. The market at the 
moment is flooded with moderate animals, bred by 
amateur enthusiasts, many of whom do not know 
their job. Some of them—the amateurs—will 
stick, but the majority, I fancy, will not last long 
in the business. 


Post-War Adjustment 


HE Jockey Club celebrated the reopening of 
the Rowley Mile Course at Newmarket by giv- 
ing a little luncheon to the press. Lord Willough- 
by de Broke, who presided in the absence of the 
senior steward, Sir Humphrey de Trafford, made 
no special announcement, although both he and 
Lord Rosebery (who had nearly been killed in a 
motor accident en route, and who saved himself 
by being thrown into some barbed wire) both re- 
ferred to the Club’s anxiety to get extended fix- 
tures next season. We badly need fixtures for the 
great industrial areas of the Midlands and the 
North. The trouble, apparently, lies not with the 
Government but with the military authorities; 
any number of race courses requisitioned by the 
Army remain occupied by handfuls of troops, 
many of whom are little more than caretakers. 
It is very doubtful whether we shall be able to

hold the Derby at Epsom in 1946, because the or- 
ganization of it, with the continued shortage of 
labor and materials, is a tremendous job. We 
may hope however to race at Liverpool, Manches- 
ter, some of the Midland courses, the London 
courses, and possibly at Doncaster. It is also re- 
assuring to note that the Ascot authority is not 
without hope of holding a Royal meeting at Ascot, 
apart from what other fixtures may be held there 
in the late summer and autumn. So please book 
your passages. We shall be very pleased to see 
you again! 


Another Good Nearco 


ACING on the Rowley Mile course last week 

was interesting and enjoyable, although two 
of the season’s smart horses were beaten. Cha- 
mossaire, the St. Leger winner, was beaten by 
Black Peter, a son of Blue Peter, in the Jockey 
Club Stakes (1% miles). Rivaz, which looked like 
being the champion 2-year-old filly until she was 
defeated in the Gimerack Stakes, was beaten 
again; this was in the Cheveley Park Stakes (six 
furlongs), the principal autumn event for first 
season fillies. She showed her fine speed as before 
but did not stay the sixth furlong. She was 
beaten by another daughter of Nearco, J. A. 
Dewar’s Neolight, out of Sansonnet (by Sanso- 
vino). 

We are to have the Cesarewitch, the season’s 
most important long distance handicap, next 
week. The traditional Houghton meeting, also at 
Newmarket, will end the season’s sport. At the 
Houghton meeting there will be held another four- 
or five-day sale, chiefly of horses in training, but 
also, I understand, of broodmares for which there 
are no vacancies in the December catalogue. Tat- 
tersall’s expected to get a few score entries, but 
they have had to prepare to sell between 300 and 
400 animals. 

The death has occurred of the stallion His 
Grace, brother to *Blenheim II, bred by Lord 
Carnarvon and subsequently the property of J. V. 
Rank. His Grace, foaled in 1944, was one of very 
few first-class Blandford sires at stud in this 
country since we lost *Bahram and Windsor Lad. 
He was a fair sort of race horse and retired to the 
stud in 1938. There, he had a moderate measure 
of success, having sired nine winners this sea- 
son—his best yet. We now have Umidwar and 
Big Game as the best representatives of the 
Blandford male line but it persists still more 
strongly in the female branch. Sixteen of the 
current season’s winners are out of Blandford 
mares.

Could It Be Possible? 


Editor, THE BLoop-HorRsE: 

About four years ago I became engaged in the 
breeding of Thoroughbred horses. Knowing very 
little about the subject at the time, I tried to 
learn. I have read all of the books on breeding I 
could find. I have read all of the articles on 
breeding in THE BLOoD-HoRSE and other publica- 
tions. 

I’ve listened to breeders talk about nicks, in- 
breeding, crossbreeding, outcross breeding, etc. 
I’ve studied the so-called “Bruce Lowe” system. 
I’ve listened to heated arguments about whether 
the stallion or mare were dominant and to what 
extent. I’ve heard horsemen say that they would 
not give a nickel for the first foal of any mare. 
I’ve heard others say they would not have a colt 
out of a mare who was not a good performer her- 
self regardless of the class of the sire. 

In any event, it’s been very confusing—a lot of 
fun—and I still know nothing about it. 

A few days ago I reread a book I’d read several 
years ago entitled You and Heredity, written by 
Amram Scheinfeld and published in 1939. It oc- 
curred to me that the facts in connection with 
heredity as it concerned the human race, would 
equally apply to animals. Mr. Scheinfeld states 
that: 

“Life begins at conception with a single cell 
containing 48 chromosomes—24 of which are sup- 
plied by the male and 24 by the female. This sin- 
gle cell is multiplied countless times by a process 
of division and redivision. The cells, however, do 
not all remain the same, but, while still very lim- 
ited in number, begin to specialize. Some give 
rise to muscle cells, some to skin, blood, bone, 
brain, ete., to form the different parts of the body. 
But, a certain number of the cells remain aloof. 
They take no part in building the body and at all 
odds preserve their chromosomes unchanged and 
unaffected by anything happening outside them. 

“These reserve cells are dedicated to posterity. 
It is from them that the sperms and eggs are de- 
rived, 

“When a male is born he already has in his 
testis all of the cells out of which sperms will 
eventually be produced. When a female is born 
her ovaries at birth contain tiny clusters of eggs, 
which will mature years later. The chromosomes 
which she will pass on to her children are already 
present and will not be changed in any way. 

“One thing to be kept constantly in mind is that 
regardless of the difference in their processes of 
formation, the sperms or eggs receive chromo- 
somes which are replicas of those which the par- 
ents received when they were conceived. Nothing 
that happens to the body cells of the parents 
throughout their lives could have been communi- 
cated to their germ cells so as to alter the heredity 
factors, which their child would receive. 

“Nothing that we do can change the make up 
of our germ cells. 

“The chromosomes in our germ cells are not af- 
fected by any changes that take place within our 
body cells. 


“This means that no change that we make in 
ourselves, or that is made in us in our lifetime, 
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for better or for worse, can be passed on to our 
children through the process of physical heredity. 
Changes made in a person by what he does or by 
what happens to him are called acquired charac- 
teristics. Whether such characteristics could be 
passed cn has provided one of the most bitter 
controversies in the study of heredity. It has been 
waged by means of thousands of experiments and 
is still being carried on by the valiant few. But, 
now that the smoke of battle has been cleared 
away, there remains standing no verified evidence 
to prove that any acquired characteristics can be 
inherited.” 

John F. Wall, in his volume Thoroughbred 
Bloodlines, says: 

“Many advocate breeding performers to obtain 
a performer. This is sound. But performance it- 
self can not be bred on, for qualities, good or bad, 
acquired after birth, are not transmitted.” 

Now then, what of the beliefs and theories pre- 
vailing among breeders and horsemen? How can 
they believe that a first foal is of no value? How 
can they insist that the foal of a mare who raced 
unsuccessfully will never make a winning race 
horse? Could it be that a good percentage of the 
get of the high-class race mares, which bring top 
prices at the sales, are successful because of that 
fact? The horseman who can afford the top 
prices can also afford to provide the foal with 
the proper environment, care, and training, thus 
permitting him to acquire the characteristics 
which make him a good race horse. Could it be 
possible that because of mistaken beliefs the first 
foals and the foals of unsuccessful dams are not 
more successful because they usually sell at low 
prices, and, therefore, come into the possession of 
horsemen who can not provide the proper environ- 
ment, care, and training to permit them to ac- 
quire the characteristics that make winners? 

Since all Thoroughbreds in this country even- 
tually trace back to either one of three stallions 
and a limited number of foundation mares, and in 
view of the facts of inheritance, the first foal 
and the foals of non-performers, if sound, could 
be as good race horses as the get of the top- 
performers, given the same advantages of envir- 
ronment, care, training, proper equipment, and 
good riding. It is my humble opinion that with- 


out these advantages most race horses would 
prove mediocre in performance. 
There may be some factors other than those 


mentioned which affect the performance of race 
horses. If there are, I’d like to know about them.

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conditions, the labor and material shortage was 
offered as excuse to do nothing at all. Conditions 
even at some of our biggest tracks would be 
shocking to persons not familiar with them; the 
most elementary principles of cleanliness and san- 
itation are sometimes lacking. 

Managements are fond of saying that the 
zrooms and trainers are responsible for some 
of these conditions. On examination this seems 
a stupid evasion; the public dirties up its part of 
the race track pretty thoroughly, too, but the 
race track jumps right in and cleans it up over- 
night. Maintenance of sanitary facilities is just 
as much a part of a track’s responsibility as the 
installation of them. 

At all events, failure to clean up stable-area 
conditions cannot now be excused by a shortage 
of iabor, of materials, or money. I want to call 

vour attention to the enclosed requir ements, work- 
ed out by the American Trainers’ Association and 
the owners associated with it, which we regard 
as a minimum standard for all race tracks. Some 
of them seem so obviously dictated by the tracks’ 
own interest that you may think it absurd that 
it is necessary to ask for them.

1. The Racing Strip 


A. The base is to be uniform and smooth, kept 
free from holes or variations. 

B. The track cushion is to be uniform in depth 
and texture, and this condition is to be main- 
tained by employment of enough labor and use 
of proper implements to offset the natural tend- 
ency of the cushion to shift to the inside. 

C. The cushion is to be screened when neces- 
sary, and stones, pebbles, nails, hinges, clam and 
oyster shells, hoof picks, door knobs, and other 
foreign objects are to be regularly removed from 
the track. 

D. The track is to be watered in such amounts 
and at such times as conditions require. 

E. Owners and their trainers should be con- 
sulted before major changes are made in tracks 
over which their horses race. 

2: The Stable Area 

A. Antiquated and delapidated stables are to be 
rebuilt and modernized and all stables are to be 
kept in good condition. 

B. Sleeping quarters are to be provided for 
stable help, in houses or dormitories apart from 
the stables, both to provide more sanitary and 
livable quarters, and to reduce the hazard from 
fire. 

C. Track kitchens are to be provided in which 
stable help can get good food under sanitary con- 
ditions and at fair prices. The accommodations 
are to be adequate for the number of stablemen 
at a given track, and if necessary to keep prices 
within the reach of stablemen, the kitchens should 
be subsidized by the racing association. 

D. Fire prevention. A determined effort is to 
be made in fire prevention. Immediate surveys 
of conditions should be launched and such fire 
equipment provided as the surveys indicate is 
required. Automatic alarms and an alarm box 
in every stable are recommended. An education- 
al campaign should be begun, involving the use 
of posters, and inspections by authorized persons 
for the purpose of finding and removing fire 
hazards, and enforcement of rules about smok- 
ing in stables.

toilets and baths are to be provided and main.

tained in a sanitary condition. Manure pits are 
to be adequate and convenient and manure is to 
be removed daily. A separate container for bot- 
tles, wire, and similar objects should be provided 
at each pit. 

F. Roads within the stable area are to be 
maintained in good condition and sprinkled as 
necessary. 

G. Policing. Racing associations are to employ 
a separate force for policing the stable areas, and 
all persons not employed or having business 
therein are to be removed. Horsemen owning 
dogs shall be required to keep them confined or 
on leash during the racing and training hours. 
Enforcement is to be made by track police, and 
fines shall be levied if necessary.

Ajax Colt Wins A. J. C. Derby 


ELBOURNE, October 2.—Records look like 

being smashed in all directions at the cup 
meetings in Melbourne this month and again in 
November when the Melbourne Cup will be held, 
on the first Tuesday in November for the first 
time since 1941. The Australian Jockey Club, 
which races at Randwick in Sydney, had good 
weather for its Derby and Metropolitan days 
on September 29 and October 1, and on Saturday 
last, the tote turnover at Randwick was more 
than £220,000 for the day—easily a record for 
one day in Australia for machine betting. 

The A. J. C. Derby was won by Magnificent 
in a race in which his father, Ajax (by Heroic) 
failed, but it is useless glossing over the fact 
that the 3-year-olds at present racing in Sydney 
are the worst for many years. In a muddling race 
Magnificent won easily enough but his time of 
2:36%4 for the one and a half miles was slow. 
Subsequently his Melbourne rider, Reg Heather, 
was suspended for two months for careless rid- 
ing and unless his appeal succeeds it will cost 
him the mount on Don Pedro (by Gay Lothario), 
the best 3-year-old in Melbourne and favorite for 
the Victoria Derby. 

Magnificent cost 2,000 guineas as a yearling 
and has been beaten in two starts before the A. J. 
C. Derby, which caused him to lose caste al- 
though he still started most in demand in a poor 
betting race. 


The Epsom Handicap was won by the hot 
favorite Shannon (by Midstream) and he was 
lucky to land the big prize of £3,000. It was only 
by great riding by Darby Munro that Shannon 
was able to beat Melhero (by Melford). Shan- 
non is trained by the Randwick veteran, Peter 
Riddle, who bred him. 


The good mare Flight (by Royal Step) went 
down in the weight-for-age race on Saturday to 
Russia (by Excitement) and Russia is to be sent 
to Melbourne for the Melbourne Cup as traveling 
restrictions on race horses are now much easier 
than during the war. 

Shannon ran his mile in 1:36 in winning the 
Epsom and Turn Again (by Hua, son of 
Heroic) ran 2:03 in winning the Squatters Han- 
dicap of ten furlongs. 


At Randwick yesterday (October 1) the Metro- 
pelitan of £5,000 was won easily by Murray 
Stream (backed on the course from 15-1 to 10-1) 
with the greatest ease from Beau Monde and 
Russia. The favorite, Silver Link, was interfered 
with and was a trifle unlucky as he finished up 
running fourth. 


The Breeders’ Plate of five furlongs was the 
iirst 2-year-old race of the season in Sydney. 
Starting at odds on, Havoc (by Ajax) strolled in, 
running the distance in one minute dead without 
ever being extended. Munro was on him and he 
has won this rich race for juveniles five times. 
Havoe was not sold as a yearling. 

The George Main Stakes, a w. f. a. race of a

en Melbourne on September 29 we raced at the 
Valley, where the brilliant 3-year-old Royal Gem 
(by Dhoti) started at odds-on for the Moonee 
Valley Stakes, a mile race worth £1,750 for horses 
of his age. Attley (by Portofino, and sold for 
only 260 guineas as a yearling) led nearly all 
the way to win as he liked and Royal Gem knock- 
ed up so badly in proving himself a non-stayer 
that he has since veen scratched from the Vic- 
toria Derby (November 3) and the Melbourne 
Cup (November 6). 


A feature of the Valley racing was the first 
win for a year of that grand horse Lawrence, 
which, although last half a mile from the post, 
finished brilliantly to defeat his old rival Coun- 
sel.

Kingarvie the Top 2-Year-Old 


ORONTO, October 13.—Canada’s richest 

stake on Canada’s best known half-mile track, 
highlighted the fall racing season. And it had 
the distinction—if it might be called that-—of 
having 13 starters over a track where eight start- 
ers prevail as a general rule. 

This was the Mrs. Orpen’s Cup and Saucer, 
worth $10,790, thus topping the famous King’s 
Plate of the Ontario Jockey Club in the spring. 
Out of it came Kingarvie, a sleek son of Teddy 
Wrack out of Forsworn, as the winner. He was 
favorite, too, as this clever performer had won 
seven starts in a row prior to the Cup and Saucer. 
His record for the season as he retires to await 
next spring’s racing, is eight victories and two 
thirds from ten starts. His defeats were in his 
first two starts when he was learning to run. 


Prior to the Cup and Saucer he won a total of 
$12,555 in purse money. From the Cup and 
Saucer he took a net award of $8,045 so his total 
for 1945 reached $20,600. 

He gave his owner, Col. R. S. McLaughlin, of 
Oshawa, who races under the name of the Park- 
wood Stables, his third win in the Cup and Saucer; 
Warrigan won it in 1940, Heulwen in 1943. Thus 
the victory, for the first time in this all-important 
race for home-bred juveniles, gave Mr. and Mrs. 
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McLaughlin, in addition to the gold cup and saucer 
valued at $500 to the winner, a gold tea service 
worth $1,700. There is gold in them thar short 
turns at Dufferin. 

The fact that 13 started in the 1945 race will 
go down in Dufferin history as something un- 
usual. Eight-horse fields are the regular Duf- 
ferin limit. One time, a few years back, they did 
try ten in a handicap. But 13 in a 2-year-old 
field and in a race of such importance as the Cup 
and Saucer seemed to be inviting trouble. 

Yet there was no trouble in the running. Wille- 
givit did lose her rider at the top turn but this 
was not due to crowding, but to the fact the filly 
crossed her legs. No one bothered her. 

Kingarvie, at 45 cents to the dollar in the wag- 
ering, set practically all his own pace and won 
by a length under a perfect ride from Johnny 
Dewhurst, who realized the front end was the spot 
to escape any possible trouble and had a horse 
under him that could get away fast. Bunty’s 
Imp, from the Cosgrave Stable, was second, and 
Kingarvie gave this one a 19-pound pull in the 
weights. Third was Bluesweep, from the stable 
of Harry Hatch, who himself was seeking his 
third win and the gold tea service. Bluesweep 
was in tight quarters at the first turn but once 
in stride turned in a fine performance. 

Kingarvie, it is understood, will be taken to 
Florida by Trainer Arthur Brent and there made 
ready for the King’s Plate of next spring.

An Eye to the Maine Chance 


EW YORK, October 13.—Until everybody who 

wanted to had learned to pronounce it, the 
literary, or lunatic, fringe used to refer to things 
as fin de siecle. It originally meant up-to-date 
and progressive, but with the passage of time it 
came to mean, roughly, “this has gone on long 
enough.” This is about the state of the Eastern 
racing season, now dwindling toward its close at 
Jamaica, where the rest of the Jamaica meeting, 
the Empire City meeting, and the final charity 
meeting are yet to be run. There isn’t much 
chance for any more surprises—and must I re- 
mind you that a surprise is not the same thing as 
an upset, though form players lose on either. 
There are no new horses to come, and it’s a gam- 
ble how many of the older ones can hang on. 

But whoever else runs out of horses, it seems 
reasonably sure that Mrs. Graham Lewis’s Maine 
Chance Farm isn’t likely to. Trainer Tom Smith 
sent his second team out for the Remsen on Co- 
lumbus Day, or maybe it was the third team; it’s 
hard to say. The entry ran one-two most of the 
way, and through the last furlong it was just a 
question of whether Lord Boswell would beat 
They Say, or vice versa. It turned out to be Lord 
Boswell, a rather burly sort of colt which came 
to Mrs. Lewis out of the J. O. Keene dispersal of 
1948 as a suckling. He made his first start on the 
third day of the current New York season—he 
won, of course—just a day after Beaugay’s debut. 
As for They Say, perhaps he ought to be culled 
out as not up to the stable’s standard; he’s only 
won two races and a beggarly $8,400, which is 
only more than twice what he cost. 

It has been many a day since a stable dominated 
2-year-old racing in New York as Maine Chance 
has, and that despite a couple of months in Chi- 
cago, which by the way was regarded hereabouts 
as heresy. In fact, there hasn’t been any such 
day since racing grew out of the tight little circle 
it used to be. And certainly nobody’s 2-year-olds 
have ever won as much. It is customary to re- 
mark that “purses are higher than they were in 
those days,” but this isn’t uniformly true. The 
Futurity, for one, has been worth nearly twice 
as much as the 1945 renewal gave the winner— 
for five or six years it hovered close to, and in one 
instance passed, $100,000 net to the winner Lif he 
could have collected it]. 

Mrs. Lewis has paddocks full of 2-year-olds, and 
of course they all haven’t started—they’d have 
been running up on one another’s heels. A horrid 
thought struck a trainer at Jamaica last week: 
“Maybe she’s saved out her best to run as 3-year- 
olds.” 


Sprinter 


NE of the more startling performances in a 

rather grey opening week was that of Greek 
Warrior in the Interborough. The track was 
listed as sloppy, and no argument will be raised 
here. But nearly all the rain had fallen before 
daylight, and it had about nine or ten hours to 
soak in. There is no such thing as a genuinely 
muddy track at Jamaica, because you can’t make 
mud out of sand, but the idea is that this wasn’t 
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just a case of a little water on top and solid dry 
footing under it. Well, Greek Warrior sailed 
around the big end of the egg-shaped Jamaica 
track in 1:1045, which is very fancy time any- 
where but was amazing in such going. You will 
remember he ran seven furlongs at Belmont in 
1:22%, which adds up to quite a dazzling sprinter. 

The trouble with Greek Warrior is that he has 
his own idea of how races ought to be run. Let 
him get to the front in the first sixteenth and he’s 
as far out of reach as the snows of yesteryear. 
But if he breaks badly or gets in a tangle, and 
finds himself behind other horses, you may tear 
up your pari-mutuel tickets without waiting for 
the result to be declared official. 

He is an unusually light grey, and the adjective 
may be used to describe both his color and his 
middle piece. He is about the color of “Mahmoud, 
his sire, but when the Epsom Derby winner was 
a 3-year-old he was quite dark. He is not very 
heavily muscled, and until you see him run off 
and hide from Apache, say, he isn’t quite your 
idea of a sprinter. Apache, it may be noted, ran 
in those little ankle bandages again, and though 
he picked up all the field but Greek Warrior in 
the stretch, he was slow getting under sail; he 
had only one horse beaten at the quarter-pole.

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fact is they don’t. There was one boy at Belmont, 
for instance, that hauled off to hit his horse and 
missed him completely, throwing the whip roughly 
a third of the way across the centerfield. There 
was another who might have won if he had used 
his whip, but he realized perfectly well that if he 
tried to unship his bat he would inevitably fall 


off. 

With all this, it is not exactly unnatural that 
sometimes the best horse doesn’t win. You may 
have noticed that sometimes this happens in other 
races too, but in the races for maiden jockeys the 
rider always takes the blame. Some of the sports- 
men at Jamaica have gone to booing losing ap- 
prentices in these races, which is quite a mark of 
sportsmanship. The notion here is that the boys 
know as much about riding as the average cus- 
tomer does about horseplaying, and furthermore 
has a chance to improve. 

At all events, these races have to be, if new 
riders are to be made, and the hope here is not 
only that they will be continued, but that next sea- 
son races for jockeys who have not ridden, say, 
five winners, can be added, in order that appren- 
tices may have at least a little core of experience 
before they go up against the leaders. 


Distance Double 


RAINER George Washington Carroll, who cer- 

tainly got all the good there was out of Mar- 
ket Wise, is apparently off to the races again with 
another big winner in Reply Paid. If handsome is 
as handsome does, he’s a very good-looking horse; 
otherwise he doesn’t look remarkably like the 
$65,000 or so he has earned in the last ten days 
of racing. He was a $6,000 claim at Pimlico last 
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fall, near the end of the meeting, and for nearly a 
year he made most of his entries on the debit side 
of the ledger. 

But at Aqueduct in September he got in a race 
at 154 miles, and since then, with one exception, 
he’s had a whale of a time in the longer- races, 
winning four in all, the New York Handicap and 
last Saturday’s Gallant Fox Handicap being the 
monied affairs. The exception was the Realiza- 
tion, in which Reply Paid had it pretty well shown 
to him that he wasn’t a classic contender. His 
wins have been under no weight in particular, and 
the New York was under 105, the Gallant Fox 
under 108. 

This is another reason why it’s a little discour- 
aging to own a first class 4- or 5-year-old; every 
time a Grade D horse improves a little, he beats 
you with a 20-pound pull in the weights, and then 
goes back and runs in Grade D, where you can’t 
get at him. For the top-weighted Stymie this 
must be considered poetic justice—he used to do 
the same thing himself when he was on the way 
up. In the Gallant Fox he made a bold move at 
the five-sixteenths pole, but hung under his weight 
in the upper stretch. 

Reply Paid, though he seems to need 1% miles 
or more, is not one of those plodding trailers with 
a rush at the end past tired horses. He runs 
about the middle of the pack most of the way, 
then has the tenacity to hold on through the 
stretch. 

Bounding Home is apparently resting on his 
laurels. He won the Belmont Stakes somehow, 
last year, you may remember. Well, he’s tried 
everything since, from six furlongs to 15% miles, 
and never a win. In the Gallant Fox he was in 
~¥ first three for a mile, and then dropped out 
of it.

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Use DDT Sprays 
On Horse Farms 


At the bi-weekly meeting of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America held Saturday, October 13, at the 
Lafayette Hotel, Lexington, Grant A. Dorland, 
Lexington Thoroughbred breeder and New York 
publisher, discussed the use of a war-developed in- 
secticide which promises to make life much easier 
for animals as well as for man. Since the experi- 
mentation with DDT is not yet completed to the 
extent that horsemen can use it without some fear 
as to its towicity, its use on horse farms may not 
become general immediately, but by next summer 
it appears likely that definite answers will be 
available. 

Mr. Dorland first asked himself several ques- 
tions and gave the answers, then submitted to a 
number of questions in a brief roundtable discus- 
sion. 


What is DDT? 

DDT is a white powder, the chemical name of 
which is dichloro-diphenyl-trichloroethane. This 
product was developed by Geigy in Switzerland 
around the start of the war, perhaps a little ear- 
lier, and brought to this country by Geigy’s Amer- 
ican affiliate. Our Government was interested in 
developing DDT as fast as possible, so several 
other manufacturers went into production. 


How does it differ from other insecticidal mate- 
rials? 

The main point of difference is its high residual 
action. DDT spray is the only spray that has 
high residual action long after you apply it. No 
one is yet certain how long it will retain its poten- 
cy. This product will kill flies long after the 
spray is applied—perhaps up to two or three 
months. 


How toxic is DDT? 

There has been a lot of work done on toxicity. 
In the beginning it was thought that DDT might 
be too toxic for a fly spray. Later it was shown 
that it wasn’t too harmful as a spray, but should 
be kept away from foodstuffs and feed as well. A 
number of people have sprayed it directly on cat- 
tle, but I don’t advise that right now. Later we 
will have information that will tell us whether we 
can spray where the horse can get at it or 
whether we can’t. 


In what form will DDT reach the consumer? 

You won’t buy DDT. You will buy fly spray 
with DDT in it along with other insecticidal mate- 
rials that will do things DDT won’t do. 


How effective is DDT in controlling stable flies? 

This summer I had a small experimental quan- 
tity of spray made with DDT. Used sparingly 
around the stables, it proved very effective. Once 
a week I sprayed the halls of the barn, the sheds 
around the barn, around the manure wagon, and 
in the chicken house. I have seen some flies 
around the stables since I started using the spray 
but not very many. It is excellent if it is used 
right. There is no longer any excuse for having 
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a barn full of flies while the horses are up during 
the summer months. 

My partner, Ira MacNair, has a dairy farm in 
New York state where he used a good deal more 
DDT spray than I have had available. He elimi- 
nated flies around his barn. He sprayed every- 
thing in.sight. Even stagnant ponds for mos- 
quitoes. 


How should DDT sprays be applied? 

A spray of any kind of insecticide is only as 
good as the applicator. Poor sprayer, poor re- 
sults. You must have a good piece of equipment 
to go along with a good spray. Help being what 
it is, you ought to make spraying as easy as pos- 
sible. Buy an electric sprayer. Have your man 
go through the barns once a week and spray 
everything that can be sprayed with safety, but 
give him an electric applicator so he won’t have 
to pump. Then the spraying job may be done 
regularly as well as thoroughly. 


I think I can just about eliminate the flies in my 
barn. I don’t feel that I need to screen the barn 
to keep the flies out. I believe that this product 
will give complete control without screening. At 
least I am going to try it that way next year 
when I have a sufficient quantity to do the job 
right. 


DOUGLAS M. DAVIS: How long will it last? 

You spray this material and it leaves a white 
powder on the wall. This rubs off. For better con- 
trol apply a fresh coat each week. 


MR. DAVIS: If the flies eat it will it kill them? 
DDT paralyzes the fly, then he falls down and 
starves to death.

W. B. TALBERT: Are there different types of 
DDT? 

One is just the same as another. Various 
sprays will contain varying amounts of DDT. 


A. B. HANCOCK: I would like to find out what 
the results have been, and would it be safe for 
horses? 

I’d rather wait on the results until they spray it 
directly on cattle. The results of these tests will 
be available in the near future. 


J. A. ESTES: How far up on your walls have 
you sprayed it? 

Every place a horse can’t get to the spray de- 
posit. 


JUDGE ROBERT W. OTTO (of St. Louis): I 
sprayed every steer that I had on the place, and 
every work horse. That has been about five 
months ago, and the result was no ill effects what- 
soever. I was at first fearful of the toxic effect, 
but there was none. I also sprayed DDT on some 
work horses and ordinary riding horses. I 
sprayed it heavy—a three-to-one solution used 
with Flit. There were no ill effects whatsoever. 


GLEN W. TOMLINSON: I have just returned 
from Florida where they were experimenting with 
direct application on cattle. Before going to 
Florida I had been in Texas and they sprayed it 
directly on whiteface cattle. Results were satis- 
factory with no toxic effect. In the lower regions 
of Florida a man sprayed Aberdeen-Angus and 
almost lost a complete load of cattle. It was not 
the DDT, but the type of carrier he was using. 
The oil solution that carried the DDT, coupled 
ag high humidity, apparently caused the trou- 

e. 


MR. ESTES: How long is it effective when you 
spray animals? 
JUDGE OTTO: Two weeks to thirty days. 


E. E. PERSHALL: I sprayed the trees around 
the cattle in the field at my place. Later sprayed 
all the limbs and trunks, but not low enough for 
cattle to reach it. I don’t know whether it was 
just a change in the season, but we had very few 
flies after that. 


MR. ASBURY: How about using DDT sprays 
in the control of bot-flies? 

MR. DORLAND: These flies probably don’t 
stay long enough in one place to get enough DDT 
to kill them. They lay an egg and get away be- 
fore they have a chance to get much on their feet. 
DDT is not a repellent. A friend in St. Louis 
supplied me with a rotenone derivative which I 
started using this season in an endeavor to con- 
trol bots. I mixed it in water—one ounce to a 
quart—and sponged the horses’ legs with the mix- 
ture every other day. I made a mistake in not 
setting aside at least one untreated horse as a 
control, so deferred further use of the product to 
next season when I will start out right. As far 
as I got in this test it appeared that I was hav- 
ing some success in reducing the bot egg supply.

Sesamoid Fracture

OLLEGE STATION, Texas, October 13.—A 

pioneer operation for a broken medial sesa- 
moid bone was performed this week in the operat- 
ing theater of the school of veterinary medicine at 
the Texas Agricultural and Mechanical College. 

The operation was done by Duncan McKeever, 
M. D., Houston bone surgeon and orthopedic sur- 
geon, recently returned to practice after duty in 
the Navy. While in the Navy he had developed a 
new technique in handling sesamoid fractures, and 
his operation on a Thoroughbred horse was the 
result of conferences with Dr. Alvis E. Greer, of 
Houston, and Dr. A. A. Lennert, director of the 
Texas A. and M. vet school. Dr. Greer assisted in 
the operation, along with Mrs. Bobbie Ferguson, 
assistant chief surgical supervisor at the Houston 
Memorial Hospital. 

The patient was Dr. Greer’s 2-year-old filly 
Flint Ress (Flint Shot—Thistle Ress, by Upset), 
which had suffered the fracture in Chicago some 
weeks earlier. She had been shipped from Chi- 
cago to Texas A. and M. in a specially constructed 
crate. 

The filly was put to sleep by chloral magnesium 
sulphate and was on the operating table an hour 
and a quarter. After the operation Dr. McKeever 
made the following explanatory statement: 


“A lateral incision of the right front foot was 
made on the medial surface over the sesamoid 
ligament. Dissection was carried through the 
ligament to the site of the fracture. There was 
a large accumulation of serum present in the 
tissues around the fracture line. The ends of the 
ligament showed some degeneration. The long 
tendons were exposed from the rent in the liga- 
ments. 

“The upper fragment of the sesamoid bone was 
about the size of the terminal phalanx of the 
thumb and was separated from the lower frag- 
ment by approximately one-third of an inch. It 
was possible, however, to bring these two frag- 
ments together accurately. 

“However, there was a considerable amount of 
tissue lying between the two fragments and we 
decided to remove the upper portion of the sesa- 
moid bone and attach its ligament to the remain- 
ing upper portion of the lower fragment of the 
sesamoid bone, which fragment in its entirety, 
consisted of approximately 70 per cent of the 
whole sesamoid structure. 

“There was only a small portion of the joint 
surface exposed when the upper fragment of the 
sesamoid bone was removed. The ligament which 
was normally attached to the upper portion of 
the sesamoid bone was sutured down to the re- 
maining portion of the sesamoid bone with in- 
terrupted stainless steel sutures of 28 gauge. 
One drill hole was used in the lower portion of 
the sesamoid bone to insure firm fixation. 

“A piece of cellophane, about two by three 
inches, was interposed between the remaining 
portion of the sesamoid bone and the suture line 
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on one side and the long flexor tendons on the 
other. 

“The incision was closed with interrupted 
stainless steel sutures, and the skin was closed 
with a continuous suture .of the same material. 

“A plaster cast was applied from below the 
right knee to the hoof, with the leg bone and the 
pastern bone in a straight line at the pastern 
joint. A steel shoe. with an elongated steel calk 
had previously been: applied on the right front 
foot so that the filly could carry her weight on 
the toe, insuring continuation of this straight line 
between the leg bones and the pastern bones. We 
further built up the space below the steel calk 
with plaster which gave added assurance that the 
strain and weight and stress on the sutured liga- 
ment would-be relieved.” 


Dr. McKeever instructed Dr. Greer to leave 
the cast on for eight weeks. 

“If this filly is going to be all right, she will be 
all right then,” said he. “No one can hazard the 
result, and there is a chance the ligament might 
be longer, which might interfere with the ankle. 
I hope the operation is a success, and that the 
filly will suffer no bad effects, but no one can 
tell about it, as this is the first time I ever oper- 
ated on a horse, and I believe the first time an 
operation of this type was ever performed on a 
horse.”

Ocean Wave at Mereworth 


gee 5-year-old chestnut horse Ocean Wave will 
enter the stud for the 1946 season at Mere- 
worth Farm, Lexington, according to an an- 
nouncement this week by Walter J. Salmon. A 
son of *Blenheim II and the first foal of the Wide- 
ner Handicap winner Columbiana, by Petee- 
Wrack, Ocean Wave was bred and raced by Calu- 
met Farm. He won five races at two, including 
the Sagamore Stakes. As a 3-year-old the colt 
showed exceptional promise early in the season at 
New Orleans, winning the Gulf Coast Stakes, the 
Belle Grove Handicap, and finishing second in the 
Louisiana Derby. He was second in the Arkansas 
Derby before being sent to Churchill Downs for 
the Kentucky Derby. 

It was while being prepared for the Louisville 
classic, later won by Count Fleet, that Ocean 
Wave showed his real class and loomed as “an- 
other Whirlaway.” He won Keeneland’s Blue 
Grass Stakes by two and one-half lengths, the 
Derby Trial by nine. Unfortunately, the colt 
pulled up lame after his triumph in the Derby 
Trial. An examination revealed he had strained 
a ligament in his near fore pastern, which threw 
him out of training the balance of the year and 
prevented him from ever meeting Count Fleet. 
Ocean, Wave also passed up the 1944 season, but 
Trainer Ben Jones had him in Florida all winter. 
He was in the division of the stable that went to 
New York following the resumption of racing. 
He won his first 1945 start easily, but failed to 
race satisfactorily later. 

Calumet Farm has made an arrangement with 
Mereworth Farm whereby Ocean Wave will stand 
there on a shares basis, with Mereworth entitled 
to a number of services to the stallion. Mr. Sal- 
mon, in an advertisement on the back cover of this 
week’s issue of THE BLooD-HoRSE, announces that 
Ocean Wave will make the 1946 season at a fee of 
$250, with return privilege.

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Registrar Klees 
And His Successor 


HE resignation last week of Fred J. E. Klees 

as registrar of the American Stud Book and 
the appointment in his place of Harold O. Vos- 
burgh removes from this important position a 
man who brought to it the precision of a trained 
mathematician and made the registration of the 
Thoroughbred a meticulously exact process and 
brings to the position another whose training and 
background made him one of the outstanding in- 
dividuals in racing. 

Mr. Klees, after serving The Jockey Club since 
1927, is retiring to California. He came to the 
task, not by way of the race course or the Thor- 
oughbred industry, but because he was selected 
by the late Algernon Daingerfield, assistant secre- 
tary of The Jockey Club, to establish accuracy 
and complete the system of registration. He was 
with Jasper and Herrington, the firm of account- 
ants who worked on The Jockey Club’s books, and 
thus was equipped with the accuracy and scrupu- 
lous regard for the rules which featured his work 
with the registration. 

During his tenure the annual totals of register- 
ed foals have grown tremendously. At the be- 
ginning, there were between one and two thou- 
sand a year. The average today is between five 
and six thousand. Mr. Klees, among other things, 
designed and developed the blanks used today 
with their outlined horses on which the foals’ 
marking must be drawn by the person registering 
the foal. He was also responsible for the prac- 
tice of requiring the identification of the mare be- 
fore the registering of her first foal. Another 
innovation of his was to require a photograph 
when there was any question of identification. 

Also under Mr. Klees’ direction was, of course, 
the naming of the Thoroughbreds and several of 
the rules now in force were first proposed by him. 
His was the rule, for instance, limiting the num- 
ber of letters and spaces in a name to 14 and the 
requirement that, before naming a horse for a 
living person, the person’s permission in writing 
must be given to The Jockey Club. 

In the office at 250 Park Avenue, New York, 
there is the file of all the horses registered in 
this century, with a cross index under sire’s 
names. The stud book was maintained with few 
changes in this, but Mr. Klees made a big im- 
provement when he added the names of the breed- 
ers of all foals listed. He also greatly improved 
the annual supplements to the stud book. 

Mr. Klees rarely attended the races and made 
few public appearances. He was firm in his in- 
sistence on following the letter of the rules and 
in making no exceptions for anyone. He was 
roundly scolded by many irate breeders, but he 
kept strictly to the letter of the laws of registra- 
tion.

Gulfstream's Purses Up 


Gulfstream Park has announced a considerable 
increase in purse distribution during the coming 
winter meeting, December 1 through January 16. 
Florida’s newest race track will provide a mini- 
mum purse of $1,200, according to President 
James Donn. After a recent consultation with 
Racing Secretary Emmott Hileman it was also 
decided to present a daily purse of $2,000 for 
the better grade horses, with a $2,500 maximum 
purse on Wednesdays and Saturdays and holiday 
features of $5,000. Last year’s minimum purse 
was $1,000 and features never rose above $2,500. 

Gulfstream Park has been besieged with stab- 
ling applications, more than 1,800 flooding the 
local offices. Of these approximately 650 will 


be accomodated, the capacity of the back stretch 
colony. Among the stables which will be shipped 
to the course are horses owned by Walter P. 
Chrysler, Jr., the Bobanet Stable, J. W. Camac, 
T. H. McCreery, and G. W. Carroll.
